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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach the stroller as recited in claim 1 , which includes two opposite folding 
devices, two pull blocks each movably mounted on a upper portion of a front frame and 
two pull cords each mounted in the front frame and each having an upper end secured 
on the respective pull block to move therewith. Each of the folding devices includes a 
main body, a socket, a slide plate, and a locking plate. Wherein the main body has a 
periphery pivotally mounted on an upper portion of a support frame and an upper 
portion of a rear game. The socket is secured in a lower section the main body and has 
an inside formed with a receiving chamber having a wall formed with slideway having a 
bottom formed with a rectangular opening. The slide plate is movably mounted in the 
receiving chamber of the socket and has a first section secured on a lower end of the 
respective pull cord to move therewith and a second section slidably mounted in the 
slideway of the receiving chamber of the socket. The second section of the slide plate is 
formed with a locking slot aligning with the opening of the slideway of the socket and the 
locking plate is secured on the upper portion of the support frame and is formed with a 
protruding locking hook extended through the opening of the slideway of the socket. 
The locking plate is also detachably locked in the locking slot of the second section of 
the slide plate, so that each of the folding devices is fixed on the upper portion of the 
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support frame by the slide plate combining with the locking plate. This recitation, in 
combination with the rest of the recited elements, clearly defines over the prior art.
